A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telepiione interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not art agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every Instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132)

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was^reached, or any other comments: Applicant argues that the references actually teaches away from the 
claimed invention because aminosterols were observed to increase blood glucose levels. Examiner responds by 
stating that the references clearly disclose a general teaching that NHE inhibitors, such as the claimed aminosterols, 
can be used to prevent and treat diabetes. In regards to Table 1 1 , where data shows elevated blood glucose levels, 
Examiner views this as not commensurate with the scope of the claimed invention because Table 1 1 refers to mice 
predisposed to diabetes, whereas the claimed invention refers to mice that are suffering from diabetes. Furthermore, 
the elevated blood glucose levels is irrelevant to prevention of diabetes in the example pertaining to Table 1 1 . The 
authors have clearly stated that overstimulation or hyperactivity of islet cells, which produce insulin, can lead to 
diabetes. Thus, aminosterols were administered because of the inhibitory effects they have on NHE, which activates 
the islet cells . 
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
